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SECOND ANNUAL SEED CORN TESTING SCHOOL AND COM- 


MUNITY DAY, MARCH IS, 1»18. 


Office of the County Superintendent, 


Gettysburg, Pa. 


February 1, 1918. 


To the Teacher: 


It is desired that you conduct a Seed Corn Testing 


School and Community Day on March 15, 1918. We ask 
that you begin now to make your plans for this great com- 
munity school day. 


Com is one of the most important farm crops of Ad- 


ams county and its most economic production should be 
encouraged through applied teaching in the rural schools. 


This will be a splendid opportunity for the teachers of 


Adams county to -render the service of leadership in their 
respective communities, and we are relying upon you to 
make your Seed Testing Day a success. 


For your assistance and guidance we are printing de- 


tailed suggestive directions for this occasion. A speci- 
men of a letter to the parent is inclosed and you or your 
pupils will copy this letter and send one to each of the 
parents whose children will take part in the Germination 
Test. You will sign them. These letters will give the 
parents and others an idea of the Seed Corn Testing 
School and Community Day. For their information, the 
pupils should study Directions for Stringing Seed Corn, 
Steps in Testing Corn. To assist them in making a seed 
tester, the pupils should become acquainted with the 
Model of a Rag Doll Seed Tester. A number of these in- 
closures are included but if you should find that you will 
not have a sufficient number to supply all those over eight 
years of age who desire to take part in the test, you may 
secure more by applying at this office. 
After the corn is 


tested, each pupil, with your assistance, should fill out two 
forms of a Germination Report, one to be kept by the 
pupil and the other to be sent to the County Superintend- 
ent's office. Also send to the Superintendent a general 
report. Please forward these reports to this office not 
later than one week after the Seed Corn Testing School 
and Community Day. 


When you learn the number of pupils who will take part 


in the testing you will please request this office to forward 
to you two Germination Reports for each pupil taking 
part. • 


Knowing that you will do everything in your power to 


make the Seed Corn Testing School and Community Day 
a wonderful success in your school, and trusting to hear 
from you if there should be any questions in your mind 
about any of the details, we wish you every possible suc- 
cess in the execution of your own personal original ideas 
in assuming leadership for the betterment and prosper- 
ity of schools and homes. 


CLUB PROJECT WITH TEACHERS AS LOCAL LEADERS. 


Name of Project: — A Seed Corn Testing School and 


Community- Day. 


Object: — The purposes of conducting a seed corn test- 


ing school and community* day are : 


To co-ordinate the interests of the farm, home and 


school. 


To demonstrate the value of testing seed corn before 


planting. 


To vitalize school work by appealing to the desires of 


the pupils. 


To rally parents to the support of the school. 


Time: — The date of starting the project should be one 


week to ten days prior to the date of its completion, in 
March. 


Publicity: — The purposes and plans of the project 


should be advertised as widely as possible. 
Make the oc- 


casion known through local publications, correspondence, 
interviews, invitations, telephone, posters, and announce- 
ments at farmers' meetings, schools, churches, etc. 


Parents' Note: — A letter announcing and explaining 


the project is to be sent, by the teacher, to the parents of 
her respective pupils. 
(See copy of letter) . 


Invitations : — During the week when the corn is being 


tested, the teacher should have each pupil make several 
novel invitations with a program inclosed, to take home 
or send to his or her parents or friends. The cover de- 
sign may be an original drawing of an appropriate em- 
blem of the day with a verse of original poetry or prose- 
Crayon art work can be made very fascinating in this 
manner. An invitation ma}7 assume the shape of a ker- 
nel of corn, a shock or stalk of corn or any other appro- 
priate emblem. Be original and act upon the above sug- 
gestions. 


The Day's Program: — A definite program should be 


arranged for the Seed Com Testing School and Commun- 
ity Day. A suggestive program is inclosed. 


Seed Testers: — Have each pupil, particularly those 


over eight years of age, make a rag doll tester according 
to the inclosed specifications, prior to ten days preceding 
the Seed Corn Testing School and Community* Day. The 
sooner this is done the better. 


The Corn : — On the morning of March 5, ten days prior 


to the Seed Corn Testing School and Community Day 
have each pupil bring ten ears of corn to school where it 
will be tested during the coining week. It is preferable 
to have the corn of each pupil taken from the ears which 
had previously been selected for tne coining season's 
planting, but if this is not possible, other corn may be 
brought by the pupil. 


Care of Corn in School : — Be sure to keep the corn of 


each pupil separate so that none of it may be mixed with 
another pupil's corn. 


Labeling Corn:—Give each pupil an entry number, 


which is to be the numerator of the fraction appearing 
upon the label for each ear of corn which is presented by 
the respective pupil. 


Number of ears of corn brought by each pupil, con- 


secutively from one to ten. This ear number will be the 
denominator of the fraction appearing upon the label of 
each ear of corn. 


Thus we have, say, three pupils, with entry numbers 


of three, seven and nine respectively and each have pre- 
sented ten ears of corn, which will be labeled as follows: 


3-1 3-2 3-3 3-4 3-5 3-6 3-7 3-8 3-9 3-10 
7-1 7-2 7-3 7-4 7-5 7-6 7-7 7-8 7-9 7-10 
9-1 9-2 9-3 9-4 9-5 9-6 9-7 9-8 9-9 9-10 
Cut these labels in 1-2 inch squares and pin them to the 


butt-ends of the respective ears, pushing the pin into the 
pithy portion of the cob. 


Germination Test:—The actual testing of the seed is to 


begin March 5, afternoon, ten days prior to the Seed Corn 
Testing School and Community Day. 


Recording the Test:—Two germination reports should 


be filled out by each pupil, with the aid of the teacher. 
One report will be retained by the pupil to take home with 
his corn which has been tested. The second report will 
be forwarded to the County Superintendent. 


Stringing Corn:—It would be advisable to string the 


com of each pupil in order to hang it upon the wall of the 
school room during the testing period. Directions for 
stringing corn are furnished separately. 


A General Report:—The teacher should fill out a gen- 


eral report, noting the number of patrons, visitors and pu- 
pils present on the Seed Corn Testing School and Com- 
munity Day. The amount of corn and other products ex- 
hibited and the number of germination tests made should 
also be included in the general report. 


Follow Up Work:—The interesting results obtained 


during the execution of this project should enable the 
teacher to present to the children during the future, many 
original problems in Arithmetic, and suggest topics for 
essays and compositions. The experiences of this occa- 
sion should encourage the teacher continually to strive to 
vitalize school work.
